Urges League Action in Manchurian Crisis 


Five Plunged to Death [FAGIIF’S [FADFRS 


As Big Air Liner Crashes 


Two Pilots and Three Passengers Are Burned 
As Plane Hurtles to Earth on Golf 


Course Near Camden. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 
tempted to land at the nearby air- 
port, a Washington-bound passenger 
plane early tonight burst into flames, 
killing five haya _ plane left 
Newark at 5:48 p. 

Those killed, all suai beyond rec- 
ognition, were Floyd Cox and Vernon 
Lucas, Washington, pilots; Elmer 
Smith, advertising manager of the 
Washington Herald; George D. Tay- 
lor, of the W ashington Herald, and 
Francis R. Ehle, Riverton, N. J., 
president of the International Resist- 
ance Company of Philadelphia. 

The plane, a_ high- “spee Lockheed 
Vega monoplane, which is owned by 
the New York-Philadelphia- Washing- 
ton Airways Corporation, apparently 
was gliding to a safe Janding when it 
suddenly nosed to the ground on the 
Cooper Creek golf course. 

Motorists on a highway and attend- 
ants of the airport rushed-to the scene 
but were unable to rescue any of the 
passengers because of the intense heat. 

The Pennsuaken fire department ex- 
tinguished the fire. Other fire com- 
panies arrived soon after. 

Thousands of persons, attracted by 
the crash and blaze, swarmed the golf 
course and airport property. Highways 
were jammed by traffic and all avail- 
able police officers of the state and 
nearby towns were called upon to 
guard the remnants of the plane. 

The victims, as soon as they could 
be reached, were hurried to the near- 
est hospital, but all were dead. 

Officials of the Ludington Air Line, 
of which the ship's owner is a sub- 
sidiary, said Cox was known as one 
of its best pilots and that they could 
not account for the crash. 

The plane was being landed to allow 
Ehle to land and go to his home at 
Riverton, His wife was waiting at the 
port to take him to his home, where 
two children awaited his arrival to

John Jennette, station master of the 
airport, in charge of the men who 
were to assist with the landing, said 
he was watching the plane circle at 
an altitude of between 100 and 200 
feet in the air, when suddenly it 
dived toward the ground. He said he 
believed an explosion followed when 
the plane struck, 

He was among the first to reach 
the plane. 

A motorist on a near-by highway 


said he saw the plane nose-dive and! D 
that what appeared to be two sacks | 


were thrown from the ship before it | 
struck the ground. 


The motorist said the nose of the | 


ship was buried two feet in the ground 


and that the pilot and passengers | 
were apparently killed or knocked un- | 


conscious when the plane struck. 
A check of the passenger list of the | 


airplane was necessary to ascertain | 


the identities of those aboard the 


plane. 

The bodies were’ brought to the 
Cooper hospital. All were charred 
black, physicians said, but were not 
badiy mangled. 


Pilot Cox died at his post, 


in the plane were found in a heap 
inside the cabin. 

Coroner Melvin Kane, of Camden, 
who rushed to the scene immediately 
after the crash, said: 

“When I arrived I found the plane 


was a mass of wreckage. We pulled | 


the bodies out but it was impossible 
to do anything for them. The condi- | 
tiom’of the wreck made it Wséless to | 
attempt to determine the cause of the 
erash.” 

He said the inquest would be held 
tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(4)—In 
the face of President Hoover's word 
that falsehood had been uttered, the 
executive committee of the navy 
league today supported William How- 
ard Gardiner in his declaration that 
the chief executive was injuring the

More hazardous at night, the smoke 
is still a menace to daylight aviation, 
and pilots frequently encounter dis- 
tances of “blindness.” One case was 
reported where the aviator cruised 
for 30 minutes with the aid of only 
his instruments to guide his move- 
ments.

torney, died in an Atlanta hospital 
early Thursday after a long illness. 

Funeral services will be held here 
tomorrow at the home of his sister, 
Mrs, Lucius Lamar, with interment in 
Cedar Hill cemetery. 

Mr, Gurr, son of E. M. Gurr and 
| Nannie Balkom Gurr, was bern in 
|'Bibb county, Georgia, February 9, 
1871. He received his early schooling 
.in the loeal school. When about 16 
{vears of age he moved to Terrell coun- 
ity and engaged in farming near Daw- 
son. 

He centered Emory College in 18953 
land graduated in 1897. He was a 
member of the Phi Gamma literary 
society, taking honors in speaking and 
debating. He was also a member o 
the Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. 
After completing his college work he 
returned to Terrell county and re- 
sided with a brother, J. W. Gurr, 
near Dawson. 

} For a short time he taught school 
in a rural school of the Yeomans com- 
munity of this county and read law 
‘in his spare time. He was admitted 
ito the Georgia bar January 3, 1900. 
'Prior to his admission to the bar he 
'served about eight months in Cuba

Hoyl, of Dawson. Mr. Gurr was mar-

He was a member of the Dawson 
Methodist church, having joined in 
1891. He was a Mason and had held 
the office of high priest in the Law- 
rence chapter, No. 96, since .December 
21, 1923. Mr. Gurr became city at- 
torney in 1906, which office he held 
until 1910, when he was made solic- 
itor of the city court of Dawson, ap- 
pointed October 10, 1910. This office 
he held until the city court was 
abolished in the fall of 1925. He was 
a delegate to the national democratic 
convention in 1912. He was secre- 
tary-treasurer and counsel for the 
Terrell county division of the Farm- 
ers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany since its organization in 1904 
and had been local counsel for the

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—()—The 
man who helped a dozen nations back 
to monetary stability todgy told the 
United States that the American gold 
standard and dollar are virtually im- 


pregnable. 

So strong are they, Do, Edwin W. 
Kemmerer, of Princeton University, 
said in a speech before the Advertis- 
in, Club, that the United States now 
has the opportunity of replacing Lon- 
don as the world’s financial center. 

Dr. Kemmerer, who was a principal 
advisor in the formation of the Dawes 
plan and who helped several South

“We in America,” he said, “still 
have the largest supply of monetary 
gold of any country in the world, and 
the largest supply that any country 
has ever held in the history of the 
world. Until September last this stock 
had been increasing month by month, 
with only an occasional slight inter- 

ption, since the summer of 1928. 

“We have recently Jost seven hun- 
dred millions of this gold, but this 
amount is only about 14 per cent of 
our Beptember maximum holdings and 
merely oe us back to about the fig- 
ure we had in January of this year. 

“The gold reserves of our federal 
reserve banks are still more than a 
million dollars above legal reserve re- 
quirements and we have outstanding 
hundreds of millions of gold certifi- 
eates, for which we can easily substi- 
tute federal reserve notes, thereby still 
further increasing the supply of freely 
available gold. 

“We still have an excessive amount 
of gold, not because we reached out 
and grabbed it, but chiefly because 
so much has come to us for safe-keep- 
ing. The difficulty at present is pri- 
marily one of confidence. Much of 
our gold is still comparatively idle, 
but it will be put to work when people 
abroad and people at home come tot 
believe it can be put to work safely 
and profitably. 

“The gold standard in the United 
States today ia strong—very strong— 
and the fears entertained by some 
timid persons and by some .ignorant 
persons at home, as well as the fears 
publicly expressed by some envyjous 
persens abroad, of the possible break- 
down of the American gold standard 
have no justification whatever in the 
eokl facts of the situation. . 

“I can imagine few things mofe 
foolish than for anyone actually. to 
hoard gold in a country with such a 
large gold supply as the United States 
and with such a strong credit position 
jn relation to the rest of the world. 

“The hoarding of paper money ia 
the United States is likewise foolish. 
All of our American paper money, fn 
nddition to the other assets back of it, 
enjoys the guarantee of the United 
States government itself, and our na- 
tional government meets its obliga- 
tions, ; 

“Horded money is always in danger 
of being stolen and it earns no inter- 
est. The proper place for small sav-| 
ings is in a bank, but in case there 
is no bank in a town, or in case for 
good reasons a person loses confidence 
in the aceessible banks and has decid- 
ed, therefore, to withdraw his de- 
posits, he should not hoard the money 
withdrawn, but, rather, re-deposit it 
in his own local postal savings bank 
and enjoy the absolute guarantee of 
the United States government itslf.”

Dumesnil said that the internal 
combustion engine is thus far su- 
perior to any type*of oil burner, and 
that France will concentrate on this 
form of airplane propulsion.

tul young coach in the south, reported at Notre Dame some 
years ago he had never had a football in his hands, had never 
seen a college game and possessed no knowledge of the game 
at all. 

He became one of the best centers the South Bend typhoon 
ever had. And is now one of the best coaches in the game. His 
team is the only southern team this year to be ranked with the 
nation’s leaders. 

For some unknown reason the story of Mehre’s foot- 
ball career had never been supplied with this story until 
today. It had been generally assumed that the first play- 
thing the young Mehre had was a football and that his 
first pair of shoes had cleats on them.

nus appeared that the story was known. 
me about it,’’ said Harry with a grin. ‘Il went to Notre Dame 
to school and not for football. I just happened to go out for 
the team because | was a big fellow and every one seemed to 
be doing it.” 

Mehre ran true to form. Like all boys who aspire to 
baseball and want to be pitchers, Harry decided on the 
backfield. 

He was a back for just two days. 

“Rock took a look or two at me and said he was going to 
try me at center,’’ said Mehre. ‘Well, sir, | actually didn’t know 
what the center did. I supposed I just thought that the ball got 
back there somehow or was yanked back with a string. When 
Rock said ‘center’ I just waited for things to happen. They did. 

“I used to despair of ever making a center. I passed 
for hours. And Rock never liked the way I did it. The 
first year I was on the first squad we went to play the 
Army. Just before the half ended our center was knocked 
groggy. During the half they spent all the time working 
on the center. Rock didn’t even talk to us. They doused 
that center with water and gave him medicine. The 
minutes passed. I was sitting there looking on and want- 
ing that center to get well quickly. Finally the time- 
keeper came in and said, ‘Only three minutes, Rock.’ 
Rock heaved a big sigh, looked at me and in a voice 
which sounded as if all were lost, said ‘Well, Mehre, it 
looks like you'll have to go im.’ ”’ 

That same year saw Mehre sent into a game to make a pass 
pack for a kick on fourth down. The field was muddy. 

“Rock grabbed me and said, ‘Go in there, Mehre, 
and if you make a bad pass I'll murder you when you 
come out.’ The play was on a far corner of the field. 

I went rushing out. One of the guards, who had played

moved over and made the pass. Rock didn’t see it. 

When we came out he told me I’d made a great pass and 

I didn’t tell him the real story until I was out of school.” 

Mehre was a star center in 1921 and 1922, on the great 
teams of those years..
